1. Let us conſider the Perſon that was Mur- 
der'd. He was a King, who, as he had the 
bloud of all the Princes of Chriſtendom running 
in his Veins, ſo he had more than all their Ver- 
tues ſhining in his Soul. As Saul overlooked 
the reſt of the Tſraelites by the ſtature of his bo- 
dy : ſothis mighty Monarch overtop'd all other 
Princes by the f1ze and ſtature of his Mind. His 
Intelleuals were inrich'd with ſuch natural

the moſt Noble. Thus excellent were his In- 
tellectual Indowments, and not to be exceeded 
bur by thoſe of his Morals. For he was more. 
Chait than Scipio, more Valiant than Ceſar ; nor 
did he yield in Temperance to the leverelt 
Stoick. He was ſo free from Tyranny, thar he 
never entertain'd jealouſie; fo far from leverity, 
as that he could imbrace the very baſeſt of his 
Subje&ts. His Juſtice, Clemency, and Good- 
neſs were great to ſuch a proportion, that his 
Subje&ts had no fairer Pattern to imitate, and 
even Virtue her ſelf might have been (a) taught (4) + us 
by him. And as he was thus admirable for a 7,5. 
Man ; ſo he was much more Excellent, if we #.. Ba in 
conſider him as a Chriſtian. His Graces like amict. 
his Perſon were truly Royal. He was like Da- 
vid, a Man after Gods own heart, wile like Solo- 
-10n, and Patient like Job : For his Zeal he was 
a Joſias ; a Moſes for his Meekneſs : and tho 
none deſerved leſs ro endure the Crols,yet none 
knew better to wear it above the Crown. In 
his Devotions he was conſtant, regular, and Se- 
raphick : In his Love tothe Proteſtant Religion 
!o firm and valiant, as that he durſt own it in 
Spain, and dye its Martyr in England. He was 
che trueſt Defender of & Faith,thar ever ſway- 
ed the Scepter ; for when he could no longer

ſupport it by his Arms, he would aſſert it by his 
Pen, and durſt at laſt ſeal it with his Bloud. In 
a word, he was a King, a Chriſtian, nay more, a 
Proteſtant, and perchance the very beſt of men. 
And can we now find words enough to exprels 
the horrours of this Helliſh Murder 2 We ſhould 
in ſome ſort ſeem guilty of it our (elves, ſhould 
we think it bur parallel to the Murder of the 
Text. For thele men of Gibeah,as wicked as they 
were, flew no other than a private perſon, nay 
one that was a (b) Concubine, and who mighr 
have ſeemed to have faln a juſt ſacrifice to pu- 
niſhment, had Law and not Luſt been the Au- 
thor of it.

Ctor but a Martyr ; - nay one who trod lo near 
the Footſteps of his Saviour, that Providence 
has been pleaſed ro draw a more honourable 
parallel, by appointing the Pafſon of our Sa- 
viour asthe firreſt Leſſons for this Days Martyr- 
dome. And ſure now we may boldly take up 
the words of the Text, and ſay, that There was 
no ſuch thing done or ſeen in Iſrael, as we have ſeen 
done this day. 

2. Conlider the perſons that Murder'd him, 
and we ſhall ſtill ind the wickednels of the day 
much ſurpaſſing the wickedneſs of the w.

The Text and the Day run parallel indeed thus 
far, that they were both private perſons that 
commirted thele Murders, they had no power 
of life or death, bur uſurped thar (c) Vengeance (c) Rom. 12, 
whoſe execution belongs only ro God and his '* 7 
Vicegerents. But tho they run parallel thus 
far, as to other Circumſtances they are vaſtly 
different. For the Men of Gibeah murder only a 
Stranger, one that was at molt bur their Equal, 
and co whom they ſtood obliged by no bonds of 
Religion , Gratitude or Subjection : But the 
Bloudy Murderers of this Day flew no Stranger, 
bur the Father of their Country : not their Equal 
bur their Superior ; nay one who had clothed 
them with Scarlet and other delights : one who 
had pur ornaments of Gold upon their apparel, 
and whom by many Oaths, even by their So- 
lemn League and Covenant, they were bound 
ro defend. For Subjects therefore who ſtood 
obliged by all thele Circumſtances of Religion, 
Gratitade and Subjection, to imbrue their hands 
in the Bloud of their Soveraiga, makes the Sin 
of this Day a Crimſon and a Scarlet Sin. They 
can expect no City of Refuge, the Horns of the 
Altar will puſh away thele Parricides. There is 
theretore a vaſt difterence between the Text and 
the Day ; ſo great indeed, that if the men of

a right to the words of the Text and ſay, There 
Was never any ſuch thing done or ſeen in 1ſrael,, as we 
have ſeen done this day. 

3. Letus conſider the manner of this Bloudy 
Murder, and we ſhall ſhll f6nd the wickednels 
of the Day ſurpaſſing the wickedneſs of the 
Texr.
